REPORT 


GERMANS CLAIM 


13,000 CAPTURED 
BELOW KHARKOV 


IN DONETS DRIVE 


Direct Thrust at. City From 
East Also Pressed— 
Russians Say They Re- 
captured. 12 Villages on 
Central Front. 


BERLIN, Sept. 29 (AP).—The de- 
struction of three Soviet divisions 
{about 45,000 men) northeast of 
Dnieperopetrovsk in the lower 
Ukraine was officially reported to- 
day, and the German news agency, 
DNB,. said the Nazi southern 
armies now were knocking at the 
gates of the Donets River indus- 
trial district. 

The communique announcing the 


new Ukraine victory asserted 13,000 
Red prisoners were captured, ac- 
cording to ihcomplete reports. It 
said the Russians were outflanked 
in a swampy district by German 
and Italian forces and suffered 
heavy and bloody losses. . 

(The Russians reported the rout 
of two Rumanian brigades on the 
southern front, and said they had 
recaptured 12 villages in counter- 
attacks in the Smolensk and Rry- 
ansk areas of the central front.) 

Fighting South of Kharkov. 

The battle which the German 
communique reported northeast of 
Dnieperopetrovsk possibly devel- 
oped from an encirclement move 
toward Kharkov, the most..import- 
ant city of the Donets region and 
north of the scene of the new 
action. 

German soldiers, it wad reported 
earlier, are pushing eastward in a 
direct threat to Kharkov. 

The high command reported that 
strong formations of the German 
air force attacked railways in the 
Donets basin and in the Moscow 
area with good results, and also 
scored hits on a Soviet cruiser 
around Kronstadt, Soviet naval 
base guarding Leningrad’s sea 
approaches. 

DNB said new operations were 
in progress after completion of the 
encirclement battle of Kiev, and 
semiofficial quarters indicated the 
German advance in the Ukraine 
was not slowed down despite the 
intensity of the Kiev struggle. 

New Thrust at Bryansk. ; 

In Bucharest, Rumanian Gen. 
Virgil Economu said Nazi attacks 
aimed at Kharkov and the rail cen- 
ter of Bryansk, 250 miles northwest 
of Kharkov, already were “in prog- 
ress.” He reported Kharkov and 
the whole Donets basin and Don 
region “directly threatened.” 

In mopping up the area east of 
Kiev, DNB said, a single German 
division within 24 hours captured 
20,000 Russian prisoners, and said 
some adyarice units caught up with 
streams of retreating Red soldiers. 

DNB reported the German air 
force raided Russian strongholds 
on the sOuthern front and  de- 
stroyed three railroad trains, nu- 
merous vehicles and hangars. 

Silence on Crimea Battle, 

No developments were reported 
in the Crimea sector, but in the 
Odessa area it was said all Rus- 
‘sian troops had been cleared from 
the narrow peninsula that juts into 
the Black Sea south of Ochakov, 
80 miles east of Odessa. 

“In the Baltic Sea, German re- 
ports said, big guns were shelling 
Kronstadt and dive bombers were 
seeking out remnants of the Soviet 
fleet.

JUST WAVED GOOD-BY 

AND DISAPPEARED 


Wooden-Legged Skipper of 
Torpedoed Panamanian 
Ship Himself Was in 
Water for 5 Hours.

REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Sept. 24 
(Delayed) (AP). — The wooden- 


legged master of the torpedoed 
freighter Pink Star told today a 
story of self-effacing heroism by 
the Canadian second officer, J. L. 
(Jim) Cassidy, who gave up his 
life so as not to overcrowd’s life- 
boat. 

“Cassidy swam up to our only 
lifeboat. He saw that it was full, 
waved good-by and swam away. 
We never saw him again,” said 
Capt. J. C. Mackenzie. 

He looked around at the: grim 
faces of some of his 23 fellow sur- 
vivors of the crew of 36. No one 
said a word. You could hear the 
wind beating against the side of 
the Icelandic hut where the inter- 
view was given. 

(The State Department § an- 
nounced Sept. 23 that: the sur- 
vivors, none Americans, had been 
landed in good shape at Reyk- 
javik. 

(The Pink Star, sailing under 
the flag of Panama after the Unit- 
ed States took it into protective 
custody—it formerly was the 4150- 
ton Danish motorship Lunby—was 
en route to Iceland in a Canadian 
convoy -when it was destroyed 
Sept, 19, 275 miles northeast of 
Cape Farewell, at the southern tip 
of Greenland. It was armed.)

The master himself, the 53-year-old 
Mackenzie, was in the water for 
five hours.

The dangerous business of mak- 
ing TNT, a derivative of coal tar 
that looks like brown sugar, began 
today at the $35,000,000 Weldon 
Spring Ordnance Works in St. 
Charles County. Skilled operators 
in protective clothing gingerly com- 
bined toluene and an acid mixture 


into the explosive stuff of bombs, 
torpedoes and artillery shells. 

Today’s operations set in motion 
the first of six production lines 
of the originally planned plant, 
begun less than 10 months ago, 
which also includes two lines for 
the production of DNT, a similarly 
explosive coal tar derivative. Maj. 
Carl R. Dutton, ordnance officer 
and post commander, said that, as 
tricky problems of first productién 
are ironed out, other lines will go 
into operation in several days. ; 

Further construction, to double 
productive capacity first planned, 
is going forward on an accelerated 
schedule, Maj. Dutton said. The 
volume output of the plant, op- 
erated by the Atlas Powder Co. of 
Wilmington, Del, is a military 
secret, 


Elements of Danger. 


TNT, when pure and alone, is 
one of the safest of high explo- 
sives. Normally set off by percus- 
sion, it is, however, also. sensitive 
to heat, 

at the Weldon Spring 


gements have been 
made to minimize the danger of 
fire and explosion, Production and 
storage buildings are spaced at 
wide intervals to take advantage 
of natural camouflage and to lo 
calize effects of any accident. 

Three fire trucks are complete- 
ly fitted out to pump water from 
streams or. ponds in the event of 
fire emergency. Plant protection is 
in the hands of civilian guards, 
whose patrolling automobiles keep 
in constant touch with post head- 
quarters by two-way, short-wave 
radio. Strict surveillance is kept 
over persons permitted to enter the 
plant area. 

Manufacturing Process. 

In the manufacture of the explo- 
sive, toluene, a substance obtained 
from. the lower-boiling portions of 
coal tar, is added to a mixture of 
nitric and sulphuric acids. The 
acid mixture is contained in jack- 
eted iron vessels, so heating and 
cooling may be controlled. The 
toluene is added gradually, with 
constant agitation. 

A resultant oily product is sep- 
arated from the dilute mixed acids 
and poured into water, where it 
crystallizes, Solid crystals are then 
washed free of adhering acids. An 
immense amount of carefully puri- 
fied water is required for the pro 
cess. 

Ati idea of the quantity of va- 
ter needed is obtained from the 
capacity of five deep wells on the 
reservation. These wells have a 
daily capacity of ‘more than 17,- 
000,000 gallons, or nearly, 3,000,000

LABOR AGENCY 10 
WAGE SCHEDULE 


Federal Reserve Board 
Head Urges Nationwide 
System of ‘Prevailing 
Wages’ for Duration of 
Emergency. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP). 
—Marriner 8, Eccles, expressing 
fear that the Government might 
be forced to “resort to. the very 
system that we would like to see 
defeated” in order to prevent in- 
flation, suggested today that a 
centralized labor organization be 
created to work out with the 


Government a nationwide schedule 
of “prevailing wages” for the 
duration of the emergency. 

The chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board made the proposal 
to the House Banking Committee 
in response to a request by Chair- 
man Steagall (Dem.), Alabama, for 
a specific plan for controlling 
wages. 


earlier that Congress could not be 
realistic about controlling infla- 
tion if it permitted wages and 
salaries to rise indiscriminately. 
He testified in favor of the ad- 
ministration’s price control bill. 


No Yardstick on Wages. 

Asserting that one of the dif- 
ficulties in dealing with the labor 

problem was the great decen- 
tralization of its own organization, 
Eccles said: 

Am wondering if, in the inter- 
est of labor,.a greater centraliza- 
tion of labor organizations . could 
be accomplished so that the Gov- 
ernment could work out with that 
agency a schedule of prevailing 
wages. which -would .be a base 
until there was justification for a 
change. | 

“Today there is no yardstick, no 
pattern. . The situation is more or 
less. chaotic.” 

Discussing the problem of ef- 
fecting economic controls on "a 
voluntary basis, Eccles said that 
in order. to be successful in the 
defense effort, “we may be forced 
to resort to the very system that 
we would like to see defeated.” 

Wages Main. Price Factor. 

Eecles said that wages and 
salaries were the main factors in 
prices. His view that they should 
be controlled during the present 
emergency was like that of Bern- 
ard M. Baruch, World War head 
of the War Industries Board and 
a recent witness before the com- 
mittee. Price Administrator Hen- 
derson has opposed wage controls 
in the price bill. 

Eccles also told the committee 
that industrial strife during “times 
of national peril” was “intolerable,” 
because every unit of the nation’s 
productive machinery was needed 
for defense and civilian needs. 

He included attempts to settle 
labor disputes by the methods of 


Jockouts and strikes in the “intol- 


erable” category. 

Next to procuring maximum pro- 
duction, he said, the most impor- 
tant economic aim of public policy 
at this time is to dampen civilian 
demand for goods which cannot be 
produced in sufficient quantities. 

“We can not leave this chance 
or voluntary action’ on the part of 
the buying public,” he said. “The

The committee chairman said, 
however, he had no. official infor- 
mation that would indicate such 
a diversion was under considera- 
tion and Hull told reporters that 
particular idea had not been 
brought to his attention.

BERLIN, Sept. 29 (AP).—Six 

persons have been executed in the 

‘protectorate of Bohemia-Moravia, 
it was disclosed authoritatively to- 
day, as Germany enforced a rigid 
state of civil emergency and held 
the Premier, Gen. Alois Elias, un- 
der arrest on charges of premedi- 
tating treason. 

(The Czech government in exile 
said in London that Gen. Josef 
Bily, former military commander 
of Bohemia, and Gen. Hugo Vojti, 
deputy commander of the Seventh 
Army Corps at Bratislava, were 
among those shot in the first Ger- 
man suppressive moves.) 

Authoritative Berlin sources said 
the six persons executed had been 
tried by courts of the protectorate 
and found guilty of acts of terror- 
ism and resistance to the Reich. 
They were described as “presum- 
ably laborers” and reports that they 
included two Generals were denied. 

Radio Reports Generals Shot. 

(The German radio, however, 
broadcast a DNB dispatch from 
Prague which listed those executed 
as two former Generals, two resi- 
dents of Prague, and two Czechs 
from the Bruenn (Brno) section. 
The Generals, the broadcast said, 
were convicted of high treason, 
and the others of possessing arms 
and of sabotage. 

The number of arrests in the 
protectorate was said to be “very 
low—far under 100,”

been interpreted by the Czech press 
as the Reich’s last warning to the 
Czech people.

Other Vessels in Mediterranean Convoy. 


ROME, Sept. 29 (AP)—A spe- 
cial Italian communique’ rgported 
today that Italian torpedo planes 
sank three British cruisers and two 
merchantmen in the Central Med- 
iterranean in @ nine-hour aerigl- 
haval battle Saturday and damaged 
a battleship, another “large unit,” a 
destroyer and “six smaller units.” 

The Italian radio identified the 
battleship as the 33,950-ton Nelson, 
one of Britain’s ‘newest and big- 
gest capital ships up to the start 
of the war. | 
- In addition, light Italian naval 
units were said to have sunk one 
merchantman and torpoded an- 
other. . : 

Wave after wave of Italian 
planes pounced on the British con- 
voy sailing eastward from Gibral- 
tar, keeping up the attack on it 
despite fierce sky fighting in which 
six British planes were shot flam- 
ing into the sea and ‘eight Italian 
planes were lost, the high com- 
mand said. : 

The communique gave this score 
for the battle which, it said, lasted 
from 1 p. m. to 10 p. m. Saturday 
with Italian torpedo planes strik- 
ing repeatedly at the aircraft car- 
rier, battleship, cruisers and at 
least 10 destroyers guarding the 
British convoy: 

‘Sunk: Two heavy cruisers, one 
light cruiser, three merchantmen, 

Possibly sunk: One merchant- 
man. 

Damaged: A battleship, another 
“large, undetermined unit,” six 
smaller units, a destroyer. 

(An Admiralty communique in 
London earlier said that a British 
Mediterranean convoy which was 
attacked by Italian planes had 
reached its destination with only 
one merchant ship lost and one de- 
stroyer damaged.) 

Two of the merchantmen, one of 
which was sunk, were torpedoed 
by light Italian warships, the cofn- 
munique said; one in the narrow 
pass between Sicily and the Af- 
rican north coast and the other off 
the Algerian coast. The two sunk 
by air-launched torpedoes were 


said to have gone down. between 
Sardinia and nisia and to have 
aggregated 23,000 tons. 

In the air battles;"the commu- 
nique acknowledged, the Colonel 
commanding the Italian operation 
and three squadron commanders 
“must be considered as having 
fallen at the head of their forma- 
tions,” 


14 SHIPS CREDITED 
TO U-BOATS BY NAZIS 


BERLIN, Sept. 29 (AP).—U- 
boats which kept on the heels of 
a British convoy for days were de- 
clared yesterday to have sent 12 
merchantmen and one escorting 
warship to the bottom between 
Gibraltar and England. 

In addition, the high command 
said, a fourteenth vessel—a tanker 
of 12,000 tons—was picked off by 
a far-ranging submarine in the 
South Atlantic. 

The communique gave the total 
tonnage of the merchantmen in 
the smashed Engiand-bound con- 
voy as 67,000 tons. The size of the 
escort vessel was not given. 

The U-boat successes were cred- 
ited here to a “new submarine 
technique” at which German naval 
authorities often have hinted re- 
cently, but never have explained. 


British Admit Loss of One Ves- 
sel, Damage to Wafship. 

LONDON, Sept. 29 (AP). — An 
important convoy was put through 
the Central Mediterranean despite 
consistent attacks by “the enemy 
air force,” the Admiralty an- 
nounced today. 

The Admiralty said the convoy 
reached its destination although 
one merchant ship was damaged 
and had to be sunk. There were 
no casualties on that ship, however, 
the announcement said. 

An escorting warship was dam- 
aged, but the Admiralty said its 
fighting efficiency was not im- 


paired.

Aids in: Drive for Closed 
Shop System and Labor 
Dictatorship. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP).— | 


Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, said yesterday that 
Chairman William H. Davis of the 
Defense Mediation Board was aid- 
ing a campaign by John L. Lewis 
for a nationwide closed shop sys- 
tem which would make Lewis “the 


labor dictator of the nation.” 

In a 2800-word = statement, 
Bridges said Davis was giving aid 
to the closed shop program of the 
president of the United Mine 
Workers, one of the top affiliates 
of CIO, “possibly under a mistaken 
impression that he is performing 
a patriotic service.” Bridges con- 
tinued: 

“Employers who have appeared 
before the chairman report that 
he has told them in private con- 


ferences that they should agree to 
practically any terms, such as the 
closed shop, that Mr. Lewis pro- 
poses, as only through such ac- 
quiescence can Mr. Lewis be pre- 
vented from calling strikes and 
stopping defense work. 
Lewis a “Determined Man.” 

“When it has been suggested to 
Chairman Davis that he try to in- 
duce Mr. Lewis to yield on some 
of his demands, Mr. Davis, I am 
informed, has replied that such ap- 
peals would be futile, as Mr. Lewis 
is a very determined man who will 
not compromise.” 

Bridges contended that Davis 
“and other promoters of the closed 
shop also have been striving des- 
perately to create the impression 
that Congress in passing the Wag- 
ner (Labor Relations) Act gave 
approval to the closed shop.” The 
Senator insisted that “there can be 
no doubt that Congress never in- 
tended to approve the closed shop 
in any way at any time.”

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. Sept. 29 
(AP).—Steel mills in this area re- 
sumed operation today as a strike 
involving more than 30,000 men 
ended. 


An agreement sent workers 
back to their jobs 24 hours after 
a steel workers Organizing Com- 
mittee (CIO) picket line halted 
production in Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Co., plants at 
Bessemer, Ensley and Fairfield. 

Gov. Frank M. Dixon agreed to 
removal of 500 Alabama State 
guardsmen, the union agreed to 
withdraw its picket lines and send 
its members to work, ahd the com- 
pany promised immediate negotia- 
tion of grievances at the Ensley 
plant: The strike had cut produc- 
tion of steel and iron, by more 
than 15,000 tons, it is estimated. 

Tennessee Coal & Iron subsidiary 
of United States Steel produces 80 
per gent of the South’s steel. It 
operates eight blast furnaces, 18 
open hearths, three Bessemer con- 
verters and numerous finishing 
units in this district, and supplies 
most of the steel used for shell 


manufacture in the Southeast and 
shipbuilding in gulf coast yards. 

The strike began Friday night 
at the company’s Ensley Works, 
where disagreement over incentive 
wages was a major point at issue, 
and spread to the much larger 
units at Fairfield and to Bessemer. 

CIO affiliates in the company's 
coal and iron mines, numbering 
11,000, voted to join in the walk- 
out. 

Union men objected to the use 
of State guardsmen and, after as- 
surances from William Mitch, 
Southern SWOC director, and oth- 
er SWOC officials, the troopers 
were withdrawn. 

A settlement followed swiftly, 
the huge Ensley local voting to re- 
turn to work with only one dissent- 
ing voice. 

The agreement was reached by 
SWOC officials and the manage- 
ment without recourse to media- 
tion, 

. Noel Beddow, SWOC executive 
director, said and wage adjust- 
ments granted to Ensley workers 
would be retroactive to Sept. 1.

Reorganize the personne) of the 
Defense Mediation Board “so that 
the so-called public representatives 
will be truly representative of pub- 
lic and not CIO opinion,” and in- 
sist on giving full publicity to all 
board proceedings. 

Prohibit the calling of any strike 
in a defense plant unless it is 
approved by a majority vote of 
workers employed in the plant at a 
secret ballot election held under 
Government supervision. 

Bridges said that “the only pro- 
tests against this plan will come 
from labor leaders whose private 
bank accounts would bé adversely 
affected by its adoption, and from 
Mr. Davis, who apparently thinks 
that battles are won by surrender.” 

Friends had told him, Bridges 
said, that Roosevelt would not 
accept the plan because of the op- 
position of Lewis and other labor 
leaders. 

“Let me say that if this is the 
case, it is no good reason why this 
simple, effective step should not be 
taken. If placing the power to call 
strikes in the hands of the workers 
will speed up defense production, 
the wishes of neither labor leaders, 
Nazi sympathizers nor any other 
person who is obstructing the de- 
fense of the United States should 
be given the slightest considera- 
tion.” 


DIPHTHERIA DEATH RATE HERE 
SECOND LARGEST IN 14 CITIES 


Mayor’s Announcement in Broad- 
cast Opening Campaign for 
Immunization, 

St. Louis had the second largest 
death rate from diphtheria among 
the 14 largest cities in the country 
last year, Mayor William Dee Beck- 
er said yesterday in a broadcast 
on Post-Dispatch Station KSD 
which formally opened the city’s 
seventh annual campaign for diph- 
theria immunization. The inference 
to be drawn, he said, is that there 
are many St. Louis children who 
have not been immunized against 
the disease. 

A decrease in the number of 
cases of diphtheria is proportional 
to the number of toxoid injections, 
Health Commissioner Joseph Bre- 
deck, another speaker on the pro- 
gram, said, The immunization cam- 
paigns have resulted in.a decrease 
from 584 resident cases and 22 
deaths in St. Louis in the first 
eight months of 1934 to only 30 
cases and one death in the corre- 
sponding period cf 1941, he said, 

It was pointed out that immuni- 
zation against diphtheria may not 
be permanent and a Schick test 
should be made every year on every 
child under 10 years old. Toxoid 
injections may be obtained free at 
any of the city’s Health Division 
clinies for children .whose parents 
are unable to pay for them. The 
clinics are at 1500 Cass avenue, 
901 Lami street, 5431 Easton ave- 
nue, and Room 28, Municipal Courts 
Building.

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Federal True Bill Describes 
Stage Union Leader and 
Bioff as Co-Conspira- 


tors.

YORK, Sept. 29 (AP). — 
Two union labor leaders in the 
amusement industry, George E. 
Browne and William Bioff, were 
named as co-conspirators, but not 
as defendants, in a Federal in- 
dictment today alleging conspiracy 
with two other persons to extort 
more than $1,000,000 from motion 
picture producers. 

The two indicted were Nick 
Dean, Chicago, described as 
Browne's personal representative, 
and Louis Kaufman, Newark, N. 
J. business agent of the Newark 
local of the AFL’s International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployes of which Browne is presi- 
dent. ‘ 

Browne and Bioff, West Coast 
labor leader, already are awaiting 
trial next week on another extor- 
tion indictment accusing them of 
violating Federal anti-racketeering 
laws by allegedly attempting to 
extort $550,000 from four major 
producers, Loew’s, Inc.; Paramount, 
Twentieth Century-Fox and War- 
ner Brothers. 

Today’s indictment charges the 
two others with conspiracy to ex- 
tort from the same film companies 
in violation of the Anti-Racketeer- 
ing Act. 

Federal agents said Dean had 
been missing since last July 3 when 
subpenaed as a material witness 
before a grand jury investigation 
of alleged racketeering in the in- 
dustry and that Kaufman had 
similarly been missing since Aug. 
14. 

Employed by Browne 5 Years. 

Dean, alias Nick Circella, born 
in Chicago, was employed by 
Browne for five years until 1940 
and, the Government alleges, was 
paid out of a special ‘2 per cent 
assessment fund. Efforts of Gov- 
ernment agents to find him have 
been unsuccessful. 

In 1915, the record given out by 
Federal attorneys shows, Dean 
pleaded guilty of robbery and was 
placed on probation. A year later 
he pleaded guilty in Chicago of 
assault with intent to commit mur- 
der and was sent to the re- 
formatory, being paroled in 1919. 
In 1920, he was arrested as a 
parole violator. He was released 
in 1923. 

During the middle 1930s Dean 
became proprietor .of the Yacht 
Club, a Chicago night spot, and 
later managed the Colony Club, a 
swank cafe. 

Kaufman a Business Agent. 

Kaufman had been a business 
agent of Local 244; the motion 
picture operators’ local of the In- 
ternational Alliance of Theatrical 
Stake Employes, with offices in 
Newark. 

He had been wanted by the 
United States Attorney as a ma- 
terial witness since last August. A 
warrant for his arrest was issued 
last Sept, 18, but Federal agents 
have been unable to find him. 

United States Attorney Mathies 
F. Correa said that since Kauf- 
man has been missing, the man’s 
wife has coliected his $1000-a- 
month salary from his union. 

Today’s indictment, alleging a 
conspiracy from Nov. 1, 1935, to 
date, charges, as does the previous 
indictment against Bioff and 
Browne, extortion under threats to 
call a country-wide strike of key- 
workers in the motion picture in- 
dustry. 

Conviction under the charge is 
punishable by 10 years’ imprison- 
ment. Under the previous indict- 
ment, Bioff and Browne would 
face a possible maximum sentence 
of 30 years on the three counts.

SUNK, REDS ASSERT 


‘MOSCOW, Sept. 29 (AP). — The 
Red Army announced today ‘that 
it had routed two Rumanian in- 
fantry brigades in fierce fighting 
on the southern front, and report- 
ed the invaders had left more than 
2500 dead on the field of battle. 

About 300 Rumanian officers 
and ‘men and quantities of war 
material, including 47. pieces of 
artillery, were said to have been 
captured in the action, which was 
still continuing | 

Persistent counterattacks were 
reported both on the approaches 
to Leningrad and in the central 
sector. Twelve villages were, de- 
clared to have been retaken on 
the latter front in fighting in the 
Smolensk and Bryansk areas.

Naval Victories Claimed, 

Announcement of the land suc- 
cesses against the Rumanians and 
Germans followed Soviet claims 
of‘a series of naval victories. 

The early morning communique 
announced that Russian coastal 
and ship batteries sank a German 
cruiser and destroyer ang dam- 
aged two other destroyers in the 
Baltic Sea. It added that the So- 
viet warships sank two transports 
of £000 and 5000 tons in Arctic 
waters and that a tanker of 6000 
tons was sent down in the Black 
Sea. 

Pravda, the Communist party 
newspaper, said the Germans re- 
peatedly tried to mine the Black 
Sea from the air in order to bot- 
tle up the Russian southern fleet 
but that minesweepers were keep- 
ing shipping lanes clear and war- 
ships were opera@ng constantly.

This correspondent portrayed the 
defenders of Leningrad as “attack- 
ing incessantly, then driving for- 
ward without respite.” 

One Russian battalion was said 
to have stormed German front line 
trenches after a short. artillery 
barrage, then swept forward dur- 
ing day-long fighting that won 
them two more strongly held lines 
where the Nazis had dug in. 

22 Nazi Air Raids a Day. 

The Germans were reported to 
be intensifying air attacks on Len- 
ingrad’s coastal defenses, making 
an average of 22 raids a day with 
as many as 80 planes at a time. 

The Red air force was reported 
rendering great aid to troops, The 
communique said the Germans lost 
98 planes Friday along the entire 
front compared with 31 Soviet 
planes lost.

Today we encountered Gene

Long ago, when Joe was just 
coming up, Kessler envisioned him 
as a champion.

Flood of’ Brooklyn 
Money Shortens Odds 
On the World Series

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Hunch players and the loyally hysterical 
fans of Flatbush are shortening the odds on the world series, which 
opens at the Yankee Stadium Wednesday with the Dodgers of Fiat- 
bush, champions of the National League, meeting the machine-like 
Yankees, who won the American League flag while the Cardinals and 
Dodgers still had weeks of fighting ahead of them. 


Hunch . players are those who 
ignore the form and go off on 
the deep end for the underdog, 
figuring there'll be more to shout 
about if they pick a long ‘shot. 
Anybody can pick a favorite, but 


it’s more satisfying when a long 
shot breezes under the wire to say, 
“I told you so.” 

Flatbush fans are a throw-back 
to the rivalry that existed in fact 
and fiction between towns in the 
oil belt, or between neighborhoods 
in semi-pro baseball or football 
competition. College student 
bodies are like that, too, occasion- 
ally, betting their food money on 
Alma Mammy to win that foot- 
ball game. 

May Be Even Money. 


Rabid Brooklyn followers of the 
Dodgers were insulted and bug- 
eyed with cupidity when they 
heard that the professional gam- 
blers were making the Yankees 2 
to 1 favorites. Those Flatbush nuts 
would have wagered their roll at 
even money, but when they could 
get two to one, they really went 
to town and the word among 
bookies today was that if the flood 
of Brooklyn dough continues, the 
odds wouldn’t be far from even 
by Wednesday morning. One com- 
missioner said he had _ accepted 
$300,000 in wagers on the Dodgers 
within 12 hours after the pennant 
was clinched. 

The odds of course don’t tell 
much about what is going to hap- 
pen in a world series. They mere- 
ly reflect the opinion of the cagy 
bookmakers and later the reaction 
of the moneyed followers of the 
teams. Observers who don’t go in 
for hunches believe that the Yan- 
kees are too powerful for the 
Dodgers and they'll continue to 
fee] that way, even if the change 
in the odds indicates that the fol- 
lowers of the Dodgers are more 
sentimental than the Yankee fans. 

Whitlow Wyatt for the Dodgers 
and Charley Ruffing for the Yan- 
kees are still the likely pitchers 
in the first game and even if the 
Dodgers win that one, it won't 
change the consensus, which is 
that Wyatt is thc Dodgers’ one 
and only hope, but that while he 
may win the first game, he won’t 
be able to stop the American 
League sluggers a second time. 

American League stock, which 


didn’t need any boosting, became 
stronger whe. it became known 
that Red Rolfe apparently was 
fit for regular duty again, Char- 
ley Keller, one of the big guns of 
the Yankees, also expects to play 
against Brooklyn and if he does, 
Joe McCarthy will be able to 
throw his full strength against 
the National Leaguers. 


Some Things Favor Dodgers. 


Brooktyn, however, has many 
things in its favor. In the past 
many National League teams have 
gone into world series competition 
awed by the power and fame of 
the Yankees. Not since the Horns- 
by-led Cardinal team of 1926 won 
the world championship has any 
National League team defeated the 
Yankees in a world series. The 
Cubs and Giants and Reds all 
seemed to feel that they were 
facing a superior, unbeatable force. 
They all played that way and 
American League rivals also have 
lost their fine touch, again and 
again, ih crucial combat with the 
Yankees, 


The Dodgers won’t be terrified. 
The spirit of Leo Durocher will 
take care of that. He has been 
telling his men all year that they 
are the best team in baseball, and 
they believe it. It was that confi- 
dence that helped the Dodgers in 
many a precarious spot. The team 
certainly showed” its courage in 
the stretch drive, pulling a dozen 
games out of the fire, games seem- 
ingly lost, which if they had not 
been won would have sidetracked 
the Dodgers from this world series. 
No, the Durocher-led Dodgers won’t 
be afraid of: the..Yankees. 

There are several Dodger regu- 
lars who will be smelling world 
series smoke for the first time, 
but the Yankees are in the same 
boat in that respect. It will be 
the first series for Pete Reiser, 
Peewee Reese and Mickey Owen, 
the youngsters of the Dodger team. 
It will be the first for Dolf Ca- 
milli, too, but he is a veteran of 
too many wars to be bothered by 
the world series atmosphere. On 
the other side, the Yankees will 
present a rookie shortstop, too, in 
Phil Rizzuto, and Johnny Sturm, 
the first baseman, also is a re- 
cruit, new to title competition.

A Worried “Ghost.” 

Today we encountered Gene

Chief of Staff Promises That Deficiencies in 
Material Will Be Made.Good, 
' Mistakes Corrected.

WITH THE ARMY IN LOUIS- 
IANA, Sept. 29 (AP).—The 400,000 
troops of the Second and Third 
armies made ready to return to 
their» home stations today after) 
receiving praise from the army’s 
two top-ranking Generals and as- 


surance that “deficiencies in ma- 
terial will be made good.” 

Gen. George C, Marshall, Chief 
of Staff, in a congratulatory mes- 
sage to the, troops for “a grand 
job,” said, “The zeal and energy, 
the endurance and the spirit of, 
the troops have been a model of 
excellence.” 

He said, “There is much more 
to learn,” but promised that “the 
mistakes of the past two weeks 
will be corrected.” 

Lieut. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, 
Maneuver director and chief of the 
Gerferal Army Headquarters, ex- 
pressed equal satisfaction in call- 
ing the war games to a halt late 
yesterday. 

The principal material deficien- 
cies to which Gen, Marshall re- 
ferred are weapons—principally 
anti-tank guns, radio sets for com- 
bat vehicles, tanks, trucks and am- 
munition. 

Although Gén. Marshall did not 
detail the “mistakes of the past 
two weeks,” his views undoubtedly 
will be incorporated in the critique 
Gen. McNair has scheduled for to- 
morrow at Leesville, La. After the 
first week’s problem, he told of- 
ficers, the most glaring weakness 
was the state of small-unit train- 
ing, the fault of officer leadership. 

Gen. McNair said, “We can 
never be entirely satisfied with the 
performance of our troops, but the 
soldier of 1941 will give a better 
account of himself than the soldier 
of any other period in our his- 
tory.” 

Lieut, Gen, Walter Krueger and 
Lieut, Gen. Ben Lear, commanders 
of the Third and Second armies, 
respectively, commended their men 
highly. 7 

Today the soldiers rode to 
bivouacs, singing and cheering, 
and will go to concentration areas 
to spend a few days repairing 
trucks and cleaning their clothes 
before departing for their home 
stations over the country.’ The 
Fortieth Coast Artillery from Fort 
Sheridan, Ill., will lead the way to- 
morrow, passing through Memphis 
to cross the Mississippi River. 
Furloughs were to be issued to 
many of the men. Special War 
Department regulations provide 
that as many as 50 per cent of a 
command might be granted vaca- 
tions. Soldiers can get 15 days 
off after six months of service. 

In the last battle problem, the 
Third Army, commanded by Gen. 
Krueger, crashed through Second 


Army defenses at Shreveport, cul- 
minating a 36-hour, 160-mile drive 
by the Second Armored Division 
and the Second Infantry Division. 

Virtually all of the 400 combat 
planes of the supporting air task 
force kept bombing opposing Sec- 
ond Army. divisions to prevent 
an effective counterattack. 

Six soldiers, including two who 
were electrocuted by a live wire, 
were killed in the last 24 hours of 
maneuvers. 

'Sergt. Raymond I. Paradis, 34 
years old, of Yakima, Wash., and 
Pvt. Forest Swilley, 20, Gulfport, 
Miss., were burned fatally when 
the truck behind their “jeep” 
struck the guy wire of a telephone 
pole, which caused two poles to 
fall, dropping a live wire on the 
two men. The accident occurred 
near Mansfield, La. Both men 
were with the Sixty-eighth Regi- 
ment of the Second Armored Di- 
vision. - : 

Others killed in traffic accidents 
were:

T HELP PRESERVE 
UNITY OF NATION 


Tells Association Simplified 
Procedure, Non - Political 
Judgeships Are 2 Ways 
in Which It Can Aid. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 29.— 
The time has come when the or- 
ganized bar must take a more ac- 
tive part in public affairs in order 
to aid in preservation of national 
unity and assure survival of de- 


mocracy in America regardless of 
the outcome of the war, Jacob M. 
Lashly of St. Louis, president of 
the American Bar Association, de- 
clared today in addressing the 
opening session of the association’s 
sixty-fourth annual meeting. 

Two important contributions 
which lawyers as an integrated 
force can make in the cause of na- 
tional defense, Lashly suggested, 
are a simplified code of court pro- 
cedure for state courts and a 
method of selecting Judges without 
political influence. Such measures, 
he said, would increase confidence 
of the people in administration of 
justice and so aid in maintaining a 
solid and satisfied citizenry need- 
ed as well as invincible armed 
forces. 

Authority to make and change 
rules of practice, Lashly contin- 
ued, must be intrusted to the 
courts, as has been done in Fed- 
eral procedure and in 20 states. 
Popular election of Judges by the 
old political method, he told the 
association, obviously is not the 
best mean; of selecting these im- 
portant officials. (Missouri last 
year adopted a non-partisan plan 
for selection of Judges.) 


Present Time Offers Opportunity. 


Lawyers and Judges working to- 
gether could bring about these 
changes, Lashly said, adding that 
the present time, when the public 
is stirred to save institutions of 
democracy, Offers a strategic op- 
portunity. 

Turning to another responsibil- 
ity of the organized bar, Lashiy 
declared it must take a more im- 
portant and effective part in law- 
making than it ever has before. 
He said that Congress had re- 
ceived with appreciation the pub- 
lic-spirited work of members of 
the bar in connection with legis- 
lation and added that there should 
be an é€ven more determined ef- 
fort to throw the force of bar 
organizations into legislative proc- 
esses of the state. 

Lashly pointed out that it had 
been the traditional policy of the 
American Bar Association not to! 
engage in political activities, said 
this was sound and should be 
continued. 

“But,” he went on, “the time 
has come now when the organiza- 
tions of the bar must take a more 
active and influential part in pub- 
lic affairs, as other nationally 
organized groups have found it 
necessary or expedient to do. 


Bar Should Not Remain Aloof. 


“They must not any longer hold 
aloof, for the fear that their pur- 
poses may be misunderstood or 
misconstrued. The times will not 
admit of that.” 

As to the contributions which 
bar groups may make to state 
legislative processes, Lashly said 
they were in a better position than 
others to appraise the worth of 
pending measures and should give 
their time freely for this work. 
Lashly reminded his audience 
that it was not only the associa- 
tion’s duty to study problems pe- 
culiar to the legal profession but to 
consider the part the profession

in Debentures. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29 (AP).—A 
syndicate of insurance companies 
headed by Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. of New York today was award- 
ed the forthcoming issue of $90,- 
000,000 of American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co, debentures, nosing 
out in competitive bidding an East- 
ern combination headed by .the 
concern’s traditional bankers, Mor- 
gan, Stanley & Co. 

In the first use it has made of 
‘the much-disputed competitive bid- 
ding method of selling securities 
to underwriters, the telephone com- 
pany also turned down the bid of 
a Western banking group headed 
by Halsey, Stuart & Co. of Chicago 
and the Mellon Securities Co. of 
Pittsburgh. : 

Wall Street had seen the bidding 
as primarily a struggle between 
the Eastern and Western banking 
groups, and the bid of the insur- 
ance concerns which took the busi- 
ness came as a surprise. 

Associated with Mutual Life in 
the winning bid of $1018.42 per 
$1000 face amount of bonds, were 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. and the New York Life Insur- 
ance Co. Metropolitan will take 
the largest part of the issue, $50,- 
000,000; Mutual will take $26,- 
000,000, and New York Life $15,- 
000,000. Morgan, Stanley & Co, is 
an investment offshoot of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., which has had a 
hand in the telephone company’s 
financing since 1906. 


IMPERSONATOR OF COLONEL 
RETURNED TO FORT WOOD 


Negro Was Demoted From Ser- 
geant in July for Passing 
Worthless Checks, 

Allen Washington Moton, Negro, 
charged with impersonating a 
Colonel in the army, was returned 
to Fort Leonard Wood today after 
pleading guilty before United 
States District Judge Charles B. 

Davis here. 

Moton was a sergeant stationed at 
Fort Wood when he was arrested 
last July for passing several worth- 
less checks here under the guise 
of an Indian colonel. After his re- 
lease on bond, he’ was sent back 
to the army post and demoted. 

Judge Davis sentenced him to 
an hour in the custody of the 
United States Marshal, saying: 
“Inasmuch as the military author- 
ities insist they have control over 
recalcitrant members of their 
forces, I feel you would be much 
better off in the hands of your 
superiors.” 

The lieutenant who took Moton 
in charge told the Judge that army 
officers thought “they could make 
a soldier out of him.” Moton says 
he is the son of Robert R. Moton, 
late president of Tuskegee Insti- 
tute, famous Negro school in Ala-

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we came to Ushskova, a village 
six miles north of Yelnya, which 
had the misfortune to be situated 
on a prominence overlooking the 
whole countryside. Because of its 
commanding position Ushskova was 
a military objective and the site 
of one of the decisive battles of 
the month-long Yelnya campaign. 


Village Wiped Out. 

We spent several hours exam- 
ining the battleground, Ushskova 
was obliterated. Every house was 
burned to ashes. Every tree was 
chopped through—not by ax but 
by shells and bullets. I think the 
only thing we found standing at 
Ushskova was a solitary birdhouse 
on a pole, the adornment of a 
peasant’s yard. 

The Germans had held this 
height and the Russians had taken 
it in a bayonet charge after a 
sow, crawling advance under ar- 
tillery fire. Here we saw our first 
evidence of trench warfare. The 
opposing trenchworks were about 
100 yards apart, but only 50 yards 
separated advance machine-gun 
positions of the two sides. 

The defense works of both 
armies were much alike, with 
trenches about six feet deep paral- 
jeling each other halfway around 
the crest of the height. Every few 
yards along the trenches were log- 
lined cavities bedded with straw. 


Earth Tells Story. 


The story of the battle was writ- 
ten plainly in the earth. We could 
se how the Russians had dug 
their way toward the German lines 
fom the nearby wood. We could 
see how they partly encircled the 
German position and then poured 
artillery fire into the narrow re- 
maining corridor for German sup- 
plies and retreat. We could tell 
from the little hollows gouged out 
of the soil of no-man’s-land now 
they had crept up on the Germans 
for their final charge. And finally 
the big, flower-banked mound on 
the top of the conquered elevation

Near the Russian grave were 
other patches of fresh earth which 
our escorting officer told us were 
the burial places of German aol- 
diers.

+w UMAN labor is not a commod- 

H ity of commerce. Therefore 

We ought to put a ceiling over 
all prices, but not wages. Some- 
thing like that is the reasoning of 
Mr. Henry Morgenthau. With one 
other exception—the 6 per cent lim- 
itation on profits nonsense—his 
testimony was excellent, but that 
one was pure politics and bun- 
combe. It is exactly like saying: 
“A straight line is the shortest dis- 
tance between two points and 
therefore the moon is made of 
green cheese.” 

Nobody denies that labor is not 
a commodity. Except the worker 
himself, no man owns it, no man 
can buy and sell it or send it to 
work where it does not want to go. 
But price inflation is the worst 
danger to labor itself. It can’t be 
stopped without direct controls, 

A principal element in price in- 
You can’t 
control price inflation without con- 
trolling those prices also, and to 
say that you can’t control the lat- 
ter because labor is not a commod- 
ity doesn’t make sense. Commod- 
ity or no commodity, its prices af- 
fect the whole commodity price 
structure. 

In the control effort, they can 
no more be ignored than you can 
ignore the law of gravity in jump- 
ing out of a balloon. They are the 
principal pull that leads to the 
coming disastrous result. You've

A parachute for both prices and 
wages is proposed here.

addition, a large slice of Russia 
proper with approximately 30,000,- 
000 people. In all, there are be- 
the Russian sphere now under 
German control. 


Puppet Rule Prepared. 


The establishment of a govern- 
ment on Russian. territory, which 
will serve the interests of Nazi 
Germany, has become an immedi- 
ate issue, but it is one for which 
Berlin has been preparing for 
many years and has long since 
laid the foundations. Combing the 
Russian emigre groups in Ger- 
many, consisting primarily of for- 
mer officers of the White armies 
who fought the Bolsheviks in the 
Civil War more than two decades 
ago, the Nazis founded a party of 
Russian National Socialists about 
eight years ago. This organiza- 
tion, known as the Rond, has 
been functioning since then on 
German territory, with its 
“fuehrers” and its newspaper, 
Nashe Slovo, 

The program of this party is a 
duplicate of the Nazi creed: the 
repudiation of democracy, war 
against Communism, anti-Semit- 
ism, and finally “nationalism,” but 
of a very peculiar variety.

Hitlerites does not contemplate 
Kremlin hegemony over “lower 
races,” but instead recognizes the 
right of the German race to a 
position of supremacy over the 
Russian people.

"IS ONLY REAL DEFENSE FOR 
SHIPPING, MAJ. ELIOT SAYS 


Arming ‘of “Merchantmen Will Reduce 
Efficacy of Submarines and Planes, But 
Should Be Regarded as Only Part of 


Larger Protective Plan, He Writes.

HE proposed arming of United States merchant vessels for defense 


against submarine and air attacks brings to mind certain mem- 
ories of the World War, when the efficacy of this measure was 


held in some doubt. 


Arming of British merchantmen on a large scale was first carried 


out in the spring and summer of 1915;»by July of that year some 250 


ships had been armed, mostly with one 3-inch or 47-inch gun apiece, 


By December the number had risen to 750. The results began to show 


in 1916: from Jan. 1 to Sept. 7 of that year (according to the British 
official history, “Seaborne Trade”) 228 British ships were attacked by 
submarines; of these 90 carried guns. Of the 138 unarmed ships, 116 
were sunk; of the 90 armed ships, only 19 were sunk; a ratio of loss 
of 84 per cent for the unarmed ships as against 21 per cent for the 


ships with guns, 


However, during this period the 
submarines were acting under cer- 
tain restrictions, as a result large- 
ly of American diplomatic action. 
During the last three months of 
1916, attacks without warning in- 
creased in number; of the un- 
armed ships attacked during this 
period 68 per cent were lost as 
against 32 per cent for armed 
ships. This suggests greater cau- 
tion all round, imposed by the fact 
that the submarines had difficulty 
in telling whether the ships were 
armed or not, but it also indicates 
that the guns were not much pro- 
tection against attacks without 
warning. 


Drop in Effectiveness. 


By January, 1917, the official 
historian (“Naval Operations,” Vol. 
IV.) records that while “naval 
opinion of all grades seems to have 
been entirely in favor of arming 
more and more ships with 4-inch 
and 6-inch guns,” nevertheless “ex- 
isting statistics were sufficient to 
show that this method was, in fact, 
rapidly losing its efficacy.” Of 
armed ships which were attacked 
and escaped, 90 per cent owed 
their safety to their gunfire; but if, 
as happened in January, 1917, sub- 
marines could sink 20 armed mer- 
chantmen in a month “under con- 
ditions of restricted warfare, when 
once the restrictions were removed 


and.they were free to attack with- 
out warning, the number was suré 
to rise enormously; and this is, in 
fact, what happened when the time 
came.” 

On June 28, 1917, Admiral Wik 
liam S. Sims sent from London te 
the Navy Department a report on 
the arming of American merchant 
ships, in which he said, in part: 
“The measures demanded are not 


defensive, but offensive-defensive, ' 


Guns are no defense against tor⸗ 
pedo attack without warning. In 
this area alone during the last six 
weeks 30 armed ships were sunk 
by torpedoes without a submarine 
being seen. The comparative im- 
munity of the relatively small 
number of American ships is be- 
lieved here to be due to the en- 
emy’s hopes that the pacifist 
movement will succeed. If the sub- 
marine campaign is to be defeated 
it must be by offensive measures.” 

In fact, the principal result of 
arming merchant ships was to 
compel the submarines to attack

Says Excessive Taxation Is Dangerous. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE idea is being advanced by some 

tax authorities that profits of indus- 
trial companies should be reduced to 
the vanishing point in the interest of 
increased Federal tax revenues. The 
proposal is presented that investment, 
prudent or otherwise, be made the yard- 
stick of income rather than goods pro- 
duced or services rendered. 

It is elementary that industrial or- 
ganization represents the co-ordination 
of men, machines and administrative 
and technical management. But not so 
well understood is the fact that behind 
every job in factory or office, if that 
job is to be secure, there must be ade- 
quate cash funds for investment in new 
machines, tools, dies and equipment. 

There must also be funds for invest- 
ment in a continuous search for new 
products and the improvement of old 
products—research and development, as 
it is called. Cash required for these 
vital purposes can safely come only from 
profits. To borrow is to gamble on the 
unknown and uncertain future profit. 

It follows that without cash from re- 
tained earnings, there can be no real 
job security for the man behind the 
machine or at the administrative desk, 
and with him must suffer the merchants 
and professional men who serve him. 

There is no escape from the fact that 
unwise taxes that kill industrial de- 
velopment also kill jobs and payrolls. 
Even from the short-sighted point of 
view of the tax man, it would seem 
more desirable to encourage the enter- 
prise and initiative which create more 
sales and jobs and, in the end, more eas- 
ily borne taxes.

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THE 0-9 WHITEWASH. 

If the Navy Department expected the noncom- 
mittal report of its court of ingiiiry into the 0-9 
disaster to be accepted without ‘criticism in informed 
circles, it was sorely mistaken. The Army and Navy 
Journal, a leading service publication which occupies 
almost a semif-official status, now vigorously pro- 
tests against the report as inadequate. 

The chief conclusions of the inquiry, which was 
presided over by Rear Admiral William T. Tarrant, 
commander of the First Naval District and the 
Boston Naval Yard, were that the cause of the loss 
of the 0-9 and its crew of: 33 could not be “deter- 
mined,” that the submarine’s condition was “satis- 
factory,” and the crew was ‘sufficiently” trained. 

After reviewing the report and these findings, the 
Army and Navy Journal says: 

It’ is clear that the O-9 was an old craft that 

had been ‘reconditioned, that her second officer, 
belonging té the reserves, had just graduated 
from the submarine school, that two-thirds of her 
personnel had not had any submarine experience 
and that accurate navigational fixes at the time 
of the submergence test were not practicable. 

In the light of these circumstances, the ques- 
tions naturally arise why such a,small quota of 
qualified submarine men was assigned to the 
0-9: why, as in the case of the Squalus (which 
sank in May, 1939), a specially detailed trial was 
not provided, and whether the overhaul was 


thorough. 
The answers to these questions may appear in 


the testimony, and if so, they should be given 
publicity so that popular concern about the O-9 
type may be alleviated, and the morale of the 
undersea service maintained. 


The Navy Department's handling of the O-9 case 
is not only inadequate in that it fails to answer 
obvious questions. It is also inadequate in that it 
gives no assurance that precaution is being taken 
to prevent a repetition of this horrible tragedy. 

The responsible department head, Secretary Knox 
continues to stand on the statement he made after 
the O-9 sank in crushingly deep water off the Isles 
of Shoals. Asked at that time what effect the trag- 
edy would have on the operations of these old-type, 
reconditioned undersea craft, Mr. Knox replied that 
the navy would go on using them for training and 
practice. In more than three months, the Secretary 
has not modified that statement., 

The Navy Department is surely busy with other 
things at the moment. But just as surely, it can af- 
ford to take time out long enough to issue a state- 
ment to the effect that the O-9’s sister submarines 
are being held in waters where pressure does not 
endanger them. 

For the Navy Department must not be allowed 
to forget what the country so vividly remembers. 
The O-9 was lost in water that was far too deep for 
it. It was operating where it should not have been 
allowed to go. The Navy Department knew that it 
was built to withstand water pressures down to 
some 250 feet. The Navy Department also knew 
that off the Isles of Shoals depths twice that great 
were common. 

Where are the seven sister O-boats? They, too, 
are 23 years old, and because of the rapidity with 
which age wears submarines, among the oldest 
equipment in the navy. They, too, were recommis- 
sioned after years in the discard. They, too, would 
be crushed like eggshells if they were to descend 
in water deeper than their safety limit. If they are 
being used in safe depths, and where rescue would 
be possible, it should be an easy thing for the Navy 
Department to say so. 


0-9 wrote President Roosevelt that “my son 
died without a chance to resist, in an outdated. 
unseaworthy craft.” Another member of the crew 
had previously written his father that the O-9 had 
sprung 19 leaks and that “water poured into her 
right away on her first runs.” A widow of a crew- 
man said her husband had told her that there was 
a hole in the craft “as big as a man’s hand.” The 
widow of the young commander, who had had only 
four years of undersea experience, said her husband 
had said he thought the O-9 should have “someone 
with more submarine experience.” 

There are men and officers on the sister O-boats. 
They have fathers and mothers and wives, who must 
have worried since the O-9 sank with all its hands. 
The Navy Department owes the country the pledge 
that in a time when many necessary risks must be 
taken at sea, there will be no more unnecessary risks 
such as that which cost the lives of 33 men in an 
antiquated submarine. 
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DEATH AT THE GRADE CROSSING. 

An old menace, the unguarded railroad crossing, 
calls attention again to its lethal presence. Sunday 
morning, a newsboy, Charles Fussner Jr., was killed 
when struck by a Missouri Pacific train at the Delor 
street crossing, which, although equipped with warn- 
ing lights, has no gates or watchmen. The victim, 
an ll-year-old boy, speeding down the street on his 
bicycle, apparently did not notice the train, and the 
engineer failed to see the boy until he was but a few 
feet from the crossing. It was the old story that 
has been repeated scores of times in St. Louis at 
these dangerous street-level crossings. . : 

A few years ago, two motorists came within a 
hair’s breadth of meeting the same fate at Delor as 
the luckless newsboy. Their car stalled on the 
tracks, and only by leaping from it did they escape 
the wheels of a northbound train. More than 10 
other persons have been injured at Delor. There was 
once a great public outcry against unguarded rail- 
road crossings that had brought death to so many 
St. Louisans. Are we too preoccupied with the larger 
issues to give attention to such menaces? 
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LO, THE POOR ELEPHANT. 

Hard times nearly killed him. Good times may 
make him extinet. That’s the melancholy thought 
that runs, no, lingers and makes itself unpleasantly 
at home, in the minds of St. Louis County Repub- 
licans as they gaze at their battle-scarred Elephant.

REVOLT AMONG THE CZECHS. 

The declaration of civil emergency.in part of 
former Czecho-Slovakia and the arrest of the: Czech 
Premier, Gen. Alois Elias, on a charge of “prepara- 
tion for high. treason” against the Nazis, are events 
of a grimly ironic turn in view of the date on which 
they oceur. ) : 

It was on Sept. 28, 1938, that Prime Minister 
Chamberlain electrified the House of Commons by 
announcing that Chancellor Hitler had consented ‘to 
defer. mobilization, and to meet him next day at 
‘Munich. It was. three years ago today that the 
Munich conference met, to result in what Chamber- 
lain proudly hailed as “peace for our time,” and 
what Hitler proclaimed as settlement of “my last 
territorial claim in Europe.” 3 | 

The Chamberlain prophecy failed more than two 
years ago, and the Hitler pledge was violated even 
before that. The Czechs capitulated, but only because 
they were faced by overwhelming force, they could 
get no support from their allies and because they 


— 


appeasement of Europe.” These defiant words ap- 
peared in the Czech reply to the German ultimatum: 
“The nation of St. Wenceslas, John Hus and Thomas 
Masaryk will not be a nation of slaves.” . 

Events now prove that the Czechs may have been 
overcome, but they were not subdued. By means of 
slowdown strikes, wrecking German troop trains, 
blowing up factories and other actions, the people 
have demonstrated their hatred for the conqueror. 
The Nazis, it is clear, consider the situation to be 
grave, for they replaced the “Reich’s Protector,” the 
veteran Von Neurath, with the ferocious Reinhard 
Heydrich, right-hand man of Gestapo Chief Himmler. 
The involvement of Premier Elias in the plot indi- 
cates that even once co-operative and complacent 
Czechs are stirring under the Nazi yoke. 

The Czech revolt fits perfectly into the developing 
picture of a restive, rebellious Nazi Europe, Only a 
few weeks ago, a state of civil emergency was de- 
clared in Norway, in an effort to check strikes and 
sabotage. France is boiling beneath the surface, and 
even the barbarous slaughter of hostages has not 
brought quiet. There have been disturbances and 
mass arrests in Holland. Virtually open war appears 
to be raging in Yugoslavia. Wherever the Nazi con- 
queror turns, he finds sullen, unsubdued nations, 
ready to shoot down the invader’s agents or wreck 
his war plants whenever opportunity offers. 

The Czechs have a genius for rebellion and sabo- 
tage, as they demonstrated in their centuries of bond- 
age to Austro-Hungary. Now, with the Nazis en- 
gaged in a death struggle on the Eastern front, the 
Czechs move to aggravate their problem of holding 
Europe down. 
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DES MOINES STARTS SOMETHING. 

Twelve Des Moines metal manufacturers have done 
what small, independent industrialists in other com- 
munities may find it helpful to do. Faced with shut- 
downs on account of defense priorities, they have 
agreed to pool their resources and to co-operate in 
obtaining and filling defense orders. A co-ordinat- 
ing committee, chosen from the 12, is working as a 
centralizing agency for obtaining defense contracts 
and subcontracts and the allocation of work through- 
out entire group of plants so that all equipment and 
workers may be utilized.

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THE BROOKINGS INSTITUTION’S WARNING. 

Whatever implications may, from timé to time, 
have been given to its findings, the Brookings Insti- 
tution has acquired an enviable reputation as being 
among the very foremost of American institutions for 
the establishment of economic facts. Its studies of 
the depression and the factors bearing on the solu- 
tion of this problem fire pre-eminent examples of 
fact-finding. 

Perhaps these considerations will induce some of 
our reluctant members of Congress to give an ear 
to the Institution’s warning in connection with the 
pending price-control legislation. 

Wages must be placed under ceilings just as well 
as prices, declares a report by Dr. Harold G. Moulton, 
Institution president, and Meyer Jacobstein, a mem- 
ber of its staff. Also, farm prices should be low- 
ered. Farmers should look to increased volume, 
not higher prices, for increases in their incomes. 

It is these two elements, the labor and the farm 
blocs, which, more than any others, have been stand- 
ing in the way of economic controls. The farm bloc 
has been particularly active, insisting on a provi- 
‘sion for 110 per cent of parity prices in the pending 
measure, and talking, even now, of boosting this to 
120 per cent. 

Such a provision would be a step toward national 
economic catastrophe. And the nation’s economy 
canpot be wrecked without wrecking the farm econ- 
omy, too. Maybe the Brookings report will convince 
these men of small vision.

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Is There a Way to Cancel Elections?

Proposal that 1942 congressional contests be called off, to help all- 
out arms effort, is being heard in Washington, correspondent 
says; war powers of President are said to include this; writer cites 
Constitution's mandate, and finds no legal basis for such a step.

OME enthusiastic trumpeters for a 
S “truly all-out” rearmament effort have 

been heard in Washington to propose 
that the congressional elections of 1942 be 
dispensed with. They purport to find exec- 
utive authority to do this in the war powers 
of the President, which they contend will 
be in full operation by November of next 
year; and legislative authority in Section 4, 
Article 1, of the Constitution to achieve the 
same result if that method should be pre- 
ferred, prophesying that the present Su- 
preme Court majority would protect either 
device. 

Their animating idea is that bi-partisan 
congressional contests will promote further 
national disunity and paralyze the rear- 
mament program in an even greater degree 
than was done by the third-term campaign 
of 1940. If, because of the proclaimed “un- 
limited emergency,” the President sees na- 
tional peril in holding the elections, he 
should—argue these zealots—continue the 
present Congress by executive order or ask 
the legislators for . law. 

No responsible person has yet come into 
the open with these views. But opponents 
of the President’s foreign policy, and others 
who—generally favoring that policy—still 
hold we must preserve what civil liberties 
remain here if there comes a choice be- 
tween that and trying to establish the four 
freedoms “everywhere in the world,” show 
some uneasiness lest the project be re- 
sponsibly indorsed. Only last week, the 
Washington Times-Herald, critic of the 
President’s foreign policy, remarked: “Tf, 
however, the war party calls off the 1942 
congressional elections, by some executive 
dictum on the plea of national emergency,”

This correspondent today consulted sev- 
eral students of the Constitution and the 
statutes in an effort to discover how the 
elections could be called off if the admin- 
istration so desired. He could not find one 
who was able to develop a constitutional 
or statutory base for such a move. But it is 
interesting to record that several, mention- 
ing Charles Evans Hughes’ comment that 
the Constitution means what the high Jus- 
tices say it means, suggested that if public 
opinion should be favorable, or the Presi- 
dent determine—as Lincoln did concerning 
habeas corpus—that the emergency re- 
quired it, made-to-order means could be 
produced and solemnly called legal. 

But that was merely a suggestion. It is 
very difficult to see, after consulting the 
authorities, how the President could find 
a way thus to suspend the Constitution or 


how Supreme Court Judges, sworn to up-| 


hold the charter, could protect that way. 
Article 1 of the Constitution specifically 
provides that members of the House “shall 
be chosen every second year by. the people 
of the several states” and that Senators 
shall be elected for a term of exactly six 
years. In January, 1943, the tenure of the 
entire House and one-third of the Senate 
comes to an end by virtue of this mandate. 
If no elections were. held in 1942, the lan- 
guage quoted above would seem to stamp 
as illegally assembled the holdover House 
and a Senate one-third and to permit the 
continuation in legislative office of two- 
thirds of the Senate only. Section 4 of Ar- 
ticle I permits the states to prescribe the 
“times, places and manner of holding elec- 
tions” for Congress unless Congress chooses 


to alter them, which it may. do “at any | 


, 


time.” That is what is relied on by those 
who want Congress to pass a statute dis- 
pensing with the 1942 poll. But the author- 
ity herein is obviously governed by the 
limitation of terms made in the very open- 
ing passages of the Constitution. A layman 
could reach no other conclusion, and most 
of the lawyers consulted took this view. 

The consensus of these was that Section 
4 will permit Congress to pass a law chang- 
ing the election date in any national year 
from November to December or any other 
month. But if any responsible opinion had 
ever held that Congress could prescribe a 
“time” of election which would have the 
effect of nullifying the preceding sections 
of Article I, it would surely, these lawyers 
say, have been expressed during the consid- 
eration of the twentieth (Norris) amend- 
ment which was submitted and ratified aft- 
er the New Deal assumed power. 

* « * 

Senator Norris proposed that new Con- 
gresses should take office early in January 
instead of March 4, as previously, and that 
Presidents should be inaugurated Jan. 20 
instead of March 4. Since this arrange- 
ment diminished by some weeks the terms 
of members of Congress then in office as 
provided in Article I, it was decided that 
the reform could not be made by statute and 
a constitutional amendment was necessary. 
If terms cannot be reduced by statute, it 
follows they cannot be increased by statute, 
either. ' 

But suppose the fears now being ex- 
pressed should prove to be justified, and a 
dispensing statute, or some other violation 
of Article I, was enacted: who could do any- 
thing about it? Could a state challenge le- 
gality, and if so would the Supreme Court 
validate its rights to trial? It is very dif- 
ficult to sue the Federal Government. 
After a Congress, with terms extended by 
statute, had met, its acts could be chal- 
lenged as invalid. But that would be too 
late. 


BENEFIT OF SMOKE ABATEMENT.

N the midst of wars and alarms several 

cities are making more progress than 
ever in smoke abatement efforts, Oné of 
these is St. Louis. 

St. Louis adopted and enforced an anti- 
smoke ordinance, with results so numer- 
ous it would take quite a survey to list 
them all. 

While most St. Louisans were adding up 
the reported savings on drapery cleaning 
bills, laundry, house cleaning, health, soap, 
and dispositions, a philosophical professor 
surveyed the scene and was-struck by what 
he saw in minds and attitudes. 

“I think the greatest gain,” he said, “is 
in the fact that the people have discovered 
they can accomplish something. They com- 
plained about the smoke for two génera- 
tions or more and everybody agreed there 
‘ought to be a daw’; but, in their hearts 
most people thought it was inevitable.

House, New York.) 
WORTHY successor to “Country Law . 


Partridge family in the halcyon days when 
a family of four was deemed small and the 
youngest didn’t know, until he grew up, that 
a chicken had anything but a neck.

BATTLE-TORN GROUND 
TELLS STORY OF REDS’ 
VICTORY AT YELNYA 
Continued From Page One. 


artillery was a decisive factor in 
this battle, and the surprising thing 
is that the Germans were able to 
stand it as long as they did, The 
ground back of the German posi- 
tions was chopped up for a dis- 
tance of several hundred yards. 
The problem of supply must 
have been terrific. There was still 
sothe German stuff lying about— 
pieces of tanks, armored troop car- 
riers, German newspapers, punc- 
tured helmets and other tattered 
pieces of equipment. 


More Relics of Ketreat. 


As we resumed our trip toward 


4 Yelnya through one ruined village 


after another, we saw more relics 
of the German withdrawal. There 
were shells and cartridges in pro- 


stantly warning us against mines. 
Ushskova had been the key po- 
sition of the left flank of the Ger- 
man defenses of Yelnya, the lat- 


ter a town of some size which the 
Nazis probably had intended to 
utilize eventually as one of their 
bases for the attack on Moscow. 
The Russians’ capture of Yelnya 
was carried out through an en- 
veloping movement which flanked 
the city on two sides and threat- 
ened to trap the Germans in a 
pocket similar to those they are 
so fond of creating themselves. 

The Germans fled from Yelnya 
through the narrow remaining cor-_ 
ridor, covering their retreat with’ 
a tremendous barrage of trench 
mortar fire. We passed through 
this barrage zone late today. For 
a distance of from four to five 
miles the fields on both sides of 
the road were pockmarked with 
shallow shell holes. The fire must 
have blanketed the terrain, for the 
holes were numerous, close togeth- 
er and evenly spaced. 

Yelnya, freshly retaken by the 
Red army, was a hive of military 
activity. There were bridges to be 
repaired, new defense works to be 
built, holes to be filled in and 
straggling remnants of population 
to be rehabilitated. 

The troops were hard at work 
on all these things. Every impor 
tant building in the city had been 
burned out.

The milling in- 
dustry is discarding the term 
“graham” because it is less de- 
scriptive than “whole wheat.” When 


you use whole wheat flour—or / 
graham flour, if you still buy it: 


under that name—remember that 
if you sift it, the material that 
remains in the sifter must be re- 
turned to the sifted flour and 
mixed with it, or you will no longer 
have “whole” wheat flour. These 
siftings are bits of bran which con- 
tain much of the vitamin Bl found 
in the flour. 


Whole Wheat Muffins. 


One cup all-purpose flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons su- 
gar, one cup whole wheat flour, 
two eggs, one cup milk, two table- 
spoons melted shortening. 

Sift: flour, measure and resift 
into mixing bowl with baking pow- 
der, salt and sugar. Mix in whole 
wheat flour. Beat eggs, add milk 
and melted shortening and quickly 
add to dry ingredients. Beat until 
dry ingredients are just moistened 
and then beat three or four addi- 
tional strokes. Fill greased muf- 
fin tins about three-fourths full 
and bake in a hot oven (350 
degrees) for 15 minutes or un-

ducing diet for a few days, you do 
not lose much because of water re- 
tention. At the end of 10 or 12 
days, and again at about 21 days 
the tissues let go the water and 
the real reduction occurs. 

Metabolical—All the protective 
elements of foods—proteins, vita- 
mins and minerals must be re- 
duced, 

Psychological—You must have 
persuaded yourself that you want 
to reduce enough to make the sac- 
rifices. It is by no means easy. 
But when you begin to get results 
you will be rewarded. Don’t cheat.

will usually supply sufficient other 


minerals which the. body needs. 

Iron, for example, is necessary 
to create good red blood which 
makes the difference between a 
pasty white face and one that has 
a rosy-hued loveliness, Red blood 
also carries the needed oxygen to 
tissue and organs which depend 
upon it for n al, healthy func- 
tioning. Insufficient oxygen ham- 
pets the body’s work and when 
that happens we lose our pep, look 
bedraggled and acquire a listless- 
ness which is anything but attrac- 
tive or nice to live with! 


To avoid such ailments see that 
you get your mineral. An iron- 
rich diet may be had in beef liver, 
New Orleans molasses, oatmeal, 
apricots, eggs, whole wheat, rai- 
sins, parsley, lean beef and oys- 
ters. If you include one or more 
of those in your day’s menu you 
will get sufficient iron. Molasses, 
for instance, is the second richest 
source of iron. Three tablespoons 
of it gives one-third of a day’s re- 
quirement.

My Neighbor Says: 


Braising, boiling, simmering and 
stewing are the cooking processes 
to use for less tender cuts of meat. 
Although they are less expensive, 
these cuts are no less nutritious 
than more costly ones. Try sear- 
ing the meat first in a small 
amount of fat. Such a process 
gives added flavoring and a good 
Vegetables and seasonings 
may be added later.
